Mr. Geffert played first 
trombone in the orchestra many 
years. 
Funeral services w'ere conducted 
by Francis V. Spears of A rling­ 
ton 
Heights 
Christian 
Science 
church, also by St. Cecelia Lodge 
A. F. & A. M.. 
A great number 
joined the funeral cortege from Ar­ 
lington Heights to Waldheim ceme­ 
tery. 
Survivors are a son, A rthur, a 
daughter, Mrs. Helen Pelletier, a 
brother, Emil, of Tucson, Ariz., and 
two grand children. 
The lifeless body of Mr. Geffert, 
whose home was at 403 W. Euclid 
ave., Arlington Heights, w'as found 
by his daughter Friday morning in 
the garage lying on the floor at the 
re a r of (his car. 
He had been in 
apparently good health and no rea­ 
son could be suggested as to why 
he w'ould desire to take his own 
life. 
Mr. Geffert was bom May 5, 
1880, in Chicago and was married 
in 1901. 
Two’ children were bom 
from this union. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Geffert moved to Arlington Heights 
in 1928, where he lived until his 
death. 
His wife preceded him in 
death June 6, 1936. 


Mayor Goedke writes 
letter to Herald 


My dear Editor: 
Quoting a m isstatem ent of the 
facts, in your story about the ac­ 
cident to the police squad car ap­ 
pearing on the front page, column 
one of the September 5th issue of 
the Arlington Heights Herald, you 
say, and these are your words: 
“Mayor Goedke recently gave an 
order to local 
police 
to omit 
speeding arrests, but what can a 
cop do when the speeder insists 
upon being picked up.” 
As a news story your wording is 
cleverly constructed but same does 
not conform to the true facts. 
F irst of all the direction of the 
Police Departm ent is vested in a 
standing committee of which the 
undersigned by virtue -of office, is 
an ex-ofticio member. 
This com­ 
mittee keeps in active touch with 
the Department and formulates the 
policy of the Department, within 
the limits of the law’. On June I, 
1941, the committee made effective 
20 rules for the conduct of the 
Police Department. 
Rule No. 6, of the above reads 
as follow's:

for the purpose of recommending 
desirable reorganization which, in 
the judgm ent of the committee, 
will afford better educational op­ 
portunities for the pupils and in­ 
habitants of the county, more ef­ 
ficient and economical distribution 
of public schools, 
and a more 
equitable 
distribution 
of 
public 
school revenues.” 
Superintendent Puffer points out 
that if this committee is formed it 
will endeavor to gather data in 
various parts of the county show­ 
ing where schools might be united 
to provide better educational op­ 
portunities for the pupils and, in 
some instances, at a saving to the 
tax payers. 
He points out the committee will 
have 
no 
power 
to 
make 
such 
changes but having made their sur­ 
vey will present their information 
to the people of the districts sur­ 
veyed. Following this, if enough 
interest is showm, the people will 
be given an opportunity to vote on 
the proposed plan of reorganiza­ 
tion. 
Palatine township already has a 
group of school 
board members 
and citizens at work on a study of 
the schools in Palatine township. 
Their work has progressed to the 
point that they are proposing to 
call an election for consolidation 
on Saturday, September 27. 
Members of the Survey commit­ 
tee may be either school board 
members or laymen. 
Approximately 600 school board 
members are expected to be pres­ 
ent for this very im portant meet­ 
ing.

Mrs. Lund will take charge of 
the health activities sponsored by 
the health center which Mrs. Pino 
has conducted. 
Mrs. Pino joined 
the Institute’s staff of nurses in 
January, 1939, and for the past tw’o 
and one half years has had charge 
of the health center in this com­ 
munity. 
The new nurse is a graduate of 
the nurses’ training school of the 
Battle Creek Sanitarium, Battle 
Creek, Michigan. She received her 
academic education in Hamilton. 
Ontario, Canada, and has also had 
a post graduate course at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago. 
Most recently Mrs. 
Lund 
did 
public school nursing at Elgin. She 
has done private duty nursing, as 
well as having had nursing experi­ 
ence at the Battle Creek Sanitar­ 
ium. 
In planning her activities for Ar­ 
lington Heights, Mrs. Lund will 
continue 
the 
program 
already 
started by Mrs. Pino. This will in­ 
clude an extensive school nursing 
program, community health pro­ 
jects for tuberculosis case finding, 
immunization projects and dental 
surveys. The infant welfare clinics 
conducted monthly at the health 
center will also be continued.

Rule No. 13, reads: 
“Border-Line arrests or arrests 
made prim arily for revenue pur­ 
poses are to be frowned upon. 
Except in flagrant violations the 
minimum fine will 
be accept­ 
able.” 
On July 16, 1941, three addition­ 
al rules w'ere adopted by the com­ 
mittee and Rule No. 23 is as fol­ 
low's: 
“ Illinois State Highway Police 
will patrol Route No. 14, (N orth­ 
west Highway), 24 hours daily, 
releasing local officers for duty 
in all other parts of the village.” 
Other rules concern routine m at­ 
ters such as working hour sched­ 
ules, the use and care of equip­ 
ment, court procedure, collection of 
licenses, etc., and do not deal di­ 
rectly with the control of automo­ 
bile traffic. 
I mention these 
rules because 
this is our method of directing the 
Police Department, by putting the 
orders of the governing commit­ 
tee in writing and by meeting oc­ 
casionally with the personnel of 
the Departm ent to talk things over. 
I have not ordered our police of­ 
ficers to omit speeding arrests, but 
have always urged that speeding 
be curbed and it was with this 
thought uppermost in my mind 
that I prevailed upon the commit­ 
tee to remove the emphasis upon 
Highway Traffic to give other parts 
of the village much needed protec­ 
tion. 
I have full 
confidence in "the 
members of the police committee 
and all orders for the conduct of 
the police department will come 
from this committee. I trust this 
will serve to clarify our policy with 
regard to certain m atters causing 
uncertain concern in certain quar­ 
ters. 
Let the truth prevail and 
let us, the press and the adminis­ 
tration continue our mutual effort 
to serve all of the people, all of 
the time.

"More lives than a 
cat" says iron worker 
on theatre building 


Joseph Levy, employed by Sam 
Brownstein of the United Iron and 
Wire Company, which has the con­ 
tract for the steel and the erec­ 
tion of the 65 foot steel beams 
in the new Arlington Theatre, had 
further evidence Monday that he 
has more lives than any cat. 
Levy escaped death by inches 
shortly before noon Monday when 
a derrick head gave w'ay and al­ 
low'ed a 10,000 pound steel beam 
to crash to the floor. A fellow 
laborer saw' the derrick sway and 
gave the warning. Workmen under­ 
neath the beam ran for their lives. 
Levy dove into a “clay hole” full 
of w ater to escape the beam. Four 
men pulled him out. 
Fortunately when the beam fell 
the w'alls w'ere not damaged which 
is due to the strength of the sup­ 
porting wall of haydite block and 
the shoring outside of the wall. 
Commenting on his escape, Levy 
told the reporter, “T hat’s nothing, 
I have been in the hospital seven 
times in four years; have fallen 
two and three stories to say noth- 
ing of minor escapes, when I re­ 
mained on the job.” The only evi­ 
dence he bears of his latest is a 
bandaged wrist. 
The new' theatre building is now' 
being rushed to completion.

Enrollment of 
High School 602 


A. M. Conger advised the board 
of eduucation of Arlington Heights 
high school district over a year ago 
that tho enrollment of the school 
would reach 600 
in September, 
1941. He was right. The total en­ 
rollment Tuesday was 602, which 
is an increase of forty over a year 
ago. 
C apacity of the present school is 
700. 
He estimates that the en­ 
rollment in 1945, four years from 
now, will be 750 students. 
The freshman class numbers 190, 
sophomores 151, juniors 141 and 
seniors 120. Three new positions 
have been added and seven teach­ 
ers are new to the faculty this year. 
Fourteen pupils are 
attending 
school under the NYA plan. N a­ 
tional 
Youth 
Administration 
is 
paying $84 a month, thru the lo­ 
cal high school enabling fourteen 
students to 
continue their high 
school studies. They receive $6.00 
a month each and give 20 hours of 
their time during the month at 
the rate of 30c an hour. 
This part time work furnishes to 
the school a secretary to the nurse, 
an attendant for first 
aid, 
two 
helpers in the cafeteria, and five 
w'ho give their time to athletics, 
manual training, science, corridor 
and grounds. 
In C ook county approximately 
$27,468.00 monthly will be allo­ 
cated monthly for 6,102 high school 
students this year. The allotment 
tor state is $558,167. 
High School Must 
Finish Athletic Field 
The improvement of the athletic 
[ield under the WPA is only about 
naif completed. Due to the smaller 
number on WPA rolls the school 
board may be required to finish it 
from its own funds. Only eight of 
needed 35 workers are available for 
the work under the WPA arrange­ 
ment.

He is an 
explorer of note, having been one 
of the first white men to penetrate 
through Tibet to Lhasa when that 
holy Buddhist city was forbidden 
ground.

A more recent book on 
philosophy entitled “From Luther 
To H itler’ by Prof. McGovern has 
just been published.

LIFE WITH MOTHER 


September I, 1941 
Dear Eleanore: 
You are certainly to be com­ 
mended for your attempt to make 
a study of the Constitution. The 
mere mention of the subject is awe 
inspiring to me. It does seem that 
a goodly number of our present 
statesmen 
might 
benefit 
them­ 
selves, and our country likewise, if 
they did the same thing. 
As this war goes on and each 
day '-the indications become more 
evident that we are to be partici­ 
pants in fact, as well as insinua­ 
tion, I find myself groping for a 
good reason why we should have to 
be drawn into the fracas. As Will 
Rogers used to say, “All I know is 
what I read in the papers,” and I 
become more confused with each 
new issue. I can’t make up my 
mind what is propaganda or what 
is not. Can anyone? 
You and I, having sons, certain­ 
ly have reason to be alarmed over 
the ghastly head lines of the daily 
papers. We can only hope that in 
some way or another, the tide will 
turn sooner than we expect and 
peace will come again all over the 
world. 
When there is absolute quiet in 
the house, I can always count on 
one or more of the children being 
up to some mischief. Edward and 
I are alone as I write to you. Be­ 
fore I began my letter, I gave him 
some toys to keep himself amused. 
There had been silence for such a 
long spell, I thought I had better 
investigate. 
My suspicions were 
founded. 
He 
had 
discovered 
George’s water colors and was dab­ 
bed from head to foot with all 
the colors of the rainbow. Such a 
sight and such a mess. 
How he got the mug of water, 
I can’t figure out. All the faucets 
in the house heretofore were too 
high for his reach, i must needs 
come to the conclusion, that my 
youngest son is no longer a baby 
and the thought of this makes me 
a little sad. 
I’m sure, one of the 
hardest 
things parents face is the realiza­ 
tion that the time of our children's 
dependence o b u s is a short one. 
Some parents never realize it. Most 
of us want to cling to them, do for 
them and advise them Tor a much 
longer period than is really neces­ 
sary. Doing this, gives us pleas­ 
ure, but in reality is very harmful 
to the child. He is apt to become 
a parasite for his entire life. 
As you say, family life is about 
the same all over these United 
States, but a s each one of us ex­ 
perience some trying hours during 
the course of the day, we’re apt to 
feel that no one else ever had it so 
hard. Take the other day in this 
household. 
I had been busy every minute 
since early morning. 
There had 
been many interruptions; people 
at the door; phone calls; George 
and Edward squabbling over their 
toys and with it all, I was prepar­ 
ing and cooking peaches for both 
conserve and jelly. Well, my nerves 


were begging to show the strain of 
the pace I was going, and as a 
consequence, my patience was tried 
and I found myself shouting at the 
noisy little “angels.” Getting their 
attention by shouting subdues them 
for a while, I’ve found, but this 
system of discipline is certainly 
frowned upon by Angelo 
Patri. 
And, I always have a guilty con­ 
science, afterwards. 
The tension was great 
in the 
kitchen, when after awhile a hesi­ 
tant and timid voice coming from 
Jack said, “I know a boy who’s 
name is Bug Eye, Mom.” 
This 
struck me so funny, I dropped the 
spoon I was stirring the conserve 
with, sat down on the nearest chair 
and laughed. The spell was broken 
and all three boys joined in the- i 
laughter. 
Another uncomfortable 
situation saved with a sense of 
humor. 
Writing about names reminds 
me that Bobby has nicknamed a 
family of boys whom he knows. 
Horatius, Orpheus and Titus. So 
far, he hasn’t told me why. I’ll 
let you know, if he does. Then, 
too, I once knew 
a dressmaker 
w ho’s name aves Mrs. 
Kuttruff. 
(Oh well, I can’t think why I’m 
wetting this to you, either).' 
And now, for my favorite topic 
—the Farm. All along, as we work­ 
ed in the house, we used the kitch­ 
en for the place to store the step­ 
ladder, tools, paints, brushes, wash­ 
ing powders, etc. The room was 
untidy and entirely unattractive. 
Finally, all the other rooms were 
finished, with the exception of wax­ 
ing the floors and washing the 
window panes. Then the task of 
clearing out the debris from the 
kitchen began, so the floor could 
be scrubbed for painting. This has 
now been painted the same dove 
grey as in the rest of the house. 
The trim is white and the dado pale 
yellow. The wall paper is pale yel­ 
low with sprigs of ivy in red pots. 
The uump in the sink is turkey 
red, and the cabinet painted inside 
and out. The four windows will be 
curtained iii red percale with yel­ 
low flowers. 
All is in readiness 
now for the linoleum rug which 
seems so much a part of a farm 
house kitchen. We think we’re go­ 
ing to like this room more than any 
other in the house. 
Did we show you the old porch 
posts when you were out to Hill 
Top? They are painted white now 
and one will serve as a lantern 
post up near the house; the other 
is to stand down at the end of the 
road to carry the name of the farm. 
Our friend, Louis did the lettering 
for the sign, and a most attractive 
job it is. 
Jack 
discovered 
a 
discarded 
hickory wagon wheel some time 
ago. I couldn’t resist it, so Rob and 
the boys hauled and dragged it to 
the car; tied it on the bumper and 
carted it over to the farm. It is 
also painted white and will rest in 
concrete beneath the 
sign post. 
(Just in case we have 
a wind 
storm, now and then). 


One thing, I’m going to revel in, 
will be the space I can have for 
flowers* 
I’ve never had all the 
flowers I wanted. Up to this date, 
we’ve been so busy with the work 
indoors, we couldn’t think about 
setting in plants. But, we knew7 if 
we are to have any blooms next 
summer, we must set in some per­ 
ennials this fall. 
Last week end, Rob planted 
about a dozen currant bushes along 
the north fence; a gift from our 
dear Mrs. Bauer. Yesterday, we 
transplanted rose bushes 
to the 
south of the porch. Some of the 
bushes 
came 
originally 
from 
Grandmothers’ garden and this is 
the second time they have moved 
with us. 
We’re planning a rock garden 
on the natural slope to the East 
of the house, but I’m 
afraid we 
won’t get at that job until Spring. 
In the meantime, we have acquired 
several lovely specimens of rock 
garden plants, which wre placed in 
a temporary bed. The Hollyhocks 
are in around the chicken coop and 
“the necessary little house.” Just 
because every farm yard should 
have some sun-flowers, I hope to 
get some seeds from a neighbor 
whose plants reach at least ten feet 
and then here is another good reas­ 
on for 
“THE SUN-FIX)WER” 
The Sun-flower is a laborer, 
He never wears a hat; 
His hair sticks out in yellow7 peaks 
From a face that’s round and flat. 
Both stem and leaf are harsh and 
rough, 
He never is quite neat— 
But when the icy breezes blow7. 
And gardens are piled high with 
snow, 
The sunflower offers many seeds 
For hungry birds to eat.” 
You may have wondered where 
I get these little flower verses that 
I enclose in my letters to you. They 
come out of a book called, “These 
Blooming Friends,” by L. Young 
Correthers. It was given to me by 
one of the most admirable charac­ 
ters I ever knew7. When she died 
two years ago from an incurable 
cancer, she was

>’ ripe tomatoes 
can be saved with care 


CORNBELT DAIRYMEN SPEED 
PASTURES 


Thousands of bushels of tom a-,~ 
toes which go to waste each aut- 
utfrh because the earlier 
frosts 
come before the later set of fruits 
has had time to ripen fully could 
be saved if picked and cared for 
properly. 


These early frosts catch toma­ 
toes in all stages of growth and 
ripening, according to Lee A. Som­ 
ers, extension vegetable specialist 
of tile University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. Some a ^ n e a r ­ 
ly ripe, and some £ re 'rMfff-red, 
pink-blue, white-nosed, while some 
are still grass-green. 
When the first frosts are*dom­ 
ing, Somers advices 
growers Ha * 
pick the tomatoes* and stowkh^m^ 
in a basement or. some other qifctcfct 
safe from frost where they cav* bv*’-' 
spread out to mature. 
The grass-green tomatoes will 
never ripen and should be used in 
making chow-chows and piccalillies 
of various kinds and pickled to­ 
matoes in various forms, If not 
used in a few days, they will 
shrivel and become worthless. 
The nearly ripe, half-red, pink* 


blue and white-nosed tomatoes will 
complete the ripening processes in 
order named, and in so doing will 
lengthen the tomato season about 
•‘I weeks. The nearly ripe speci­ 
mens will ripen fully with normal 
color, flavor and texture over a 
period ranging from a few days 
to a week or more. The half-red 
tomatoes will ripen to a nearly 
norma! red color, a fair flavor 
and only slightly rubbery texture 
in ten days to two weeks. The pink- 
blue and ^’hjte-nosed 
specimens 
will ripen yellow-red, and with 
poorer flavor and a rubbery tex- 
ure, characteristics of artificially 
ped tomatoes. Some of them 
need to be discarded because 
Hey are shriveled. 
if frost has already killed the 
tender vines and leaves, it is still 
possible to salvage that part of 
the crop^ which has had some pro­ 
tection from the vines and leaves.

Soil-saving aids 
increase incomes 
of state farmers 


Contour farming and other soil 
and water-saving practices — plus 
the use of limestone, phosphate and 
legumes — have begun to pay cash 
dividends to most Madison and St. 
Clair county farmers adopting the 
practices, a summary of farm ac­ 
count records kept 
in the area 
show. 
Net incomes of 57 farmers in the 
two counties who cooperated with 
the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture and the U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service in a planned 
soil conservation program averaged 
$11.48 an acre last year, compared 
with $9.79 an acre for 31 non-co­ 
oper ators who operated farms of 
similar soil type and topography. 
The farm account 
records on 
which this study is based are from 
farms in the Edwardsville soil con­ 
servation project area in Madison 
county and the Shiloh-OFallon soil 
conservation district in St. Clair 
county. 
The 
records 
were 
col­ 
lected, summarized and analyzed 
by C. H. Krusa and E. L. Sauer, of 
the Soil Conservation Service, and 
H. C. M. ('ase, head of the College 
of Agriculture’s department of ag­ 
ricultural economics. 
In summarizing the records, they 
pointed out that the cooperators in 
both areas had a larger percentage 
of their tillable land in soil-build­ 
ing legumes and spent more money 
for soil conservation and improve­ 
ment. They also had slightly high­ 
er crop yields, lower farm operat­ 
ing costs, as well as higher net 
farm incomes. 


Answering the call of National 
Defense for an unlimited increase 
in 
dairy 
products, 
Midwestern 
dairymen, livestock raisers, and 
agricultural workers, are joining 
forces to increase quantity and 
quality, cut feed costs, and extend 
the grazing season during which 
the cheapest and best feeds are 
available. 
“Increased demand for milk and 
beef calls for efficient operation of 
pastures,” records R. H. Lush, pas­ 
ture specialist of The National 
Fertilizer Association. 
“This can 
be made a profitable proposition 
too,” he pointed out. Results of ten 
years pasture improvement demon­ 


strations in southern Indiana show­ 
ed an increased grass yield of 50 
per cent the first season of treat­ 
ment, an increase of 106 per cent 
the second year following the initial 
application. Increased yields were 
much higher on a percentage basis 
than from the use of fertilizer on 
any other field crop. 
The cost of producing IOO pounds 
of milk in Ohio was 33 per cent less 
with complete fertilizer, and 28 per 
cent less with superphosphate than 
when the pasture was not fertilized. 
Pasture forage in Michigan was 
about doubled by use of complete 
fertilizer high in nitrogen.

work for ivomen 


Recipient of hundreds of letters 
from homemakers concerning the 
forestalling of price spiraling on 
household items, Miss Harriett El­ 
liott, associate administrator of 
the Office of Price Administration 
and Civilian Supply, Washington, 
D. C., writes in return, “I am glad 
to have you write to me about what 
you 
consider 
unreasonable 
ad­ 
vances in the cost of living. But 
after writing you must not simply 
sit down and wait.” 
The arm of the Consumer Divi­ 
sion is not long enough or strong 
enough, the administrator said, to 
reach down immediately 
into a 
thousand cities, towns and villages. 
So she is suggesting that defense- 
minded homemakers 
do a 
little 
home work for themselves. 
This, she said, might take the 
form of seeing if local price rais­ 
ing is justified. 
It might mean 
Comparing the price of milk sold 
locally with the 
price 
in other 
cities of the same area. It might 
mean noting whether there are any 
production' facilities in the com­ 
munity that are not being used to 
their optimum capacity. 
Defense can be aided materially 
if the family coal supply goes in 
now. homemakers are told. On the 
other hand, if the family doesn't 
need a new car, 
refrigerator or 
Washing machine, it means passing 
up the desire to get a new one. 
Another job that takes a wom­ 
an’s touch is the community cafi- 
ning of fruits 
and 
vegetables. 
Along with this could go a com­ 
munity-wide study to 
find how 
many families are living below a 
safe nutritional level, and to de­ 
termine how many of them are be­ 
low that level because they don’t 
know what to buy and how to buy 
it or because they don’t have suf­ 
ficient income. 
Miss Elliott feels that the house­ 
wife in her kitchen as well as the 
officials in Washington must work 
together if the cost of living is to 
be controlled. 


Preparations 
lot soft corn 


“While it may be just a little 
bit early to predict whether we will 
have a frost to make soft corn,” 
states Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes, 
“nevertheless the odds are in favor 
of frost getting some corn in Cook 
county. Therefore, it would seem 
the part of wisdom for farmers 
who do not have ample 
storage 
space for their corn to build temp­ 
orary silos, or have the material on 
hand for ensiling their late corn. 
Feeding tests show that ensilage 
made out of frosted corn is almost 
as good as regular silage. 
“Most of the silos that are built 
with 
temporary 
equipment 
use 
picket fence with some kind of pa­ 
per such as Sisalkraft. These temp­ 
orary silos work very well except 
there is always trouble from set­ 
tling to one side, or 
the paper 
breaking. It is a good idea to get 
all the information you can about 
constructing these temporary silos. 
Each Farm Bureau has on file di­ 
rections for the 
building of a 
temporary silo. If you are contem­ 
plating one, we suggest that you 
stop in at the office and get one of 
these leaflets so you may have all 
the irsfbrmation possible and avoid 
some of the mistakes that might 
be made in making your tempor­ 
ary silo.” 


Milk Producers 
in Chicago zone 
get price boost 


Milk producers in the Chicago 
area will receive price increases to 
as much as 35 cents per cwt, as a 
result of an amended AAA milk 
marketing order effective Septem­ 
ber 6, according to Wilfred Shaw, 
director of milk marketing for the 
Illinois Agricultural Association. 
Raises in the price of wholesale 
and retail milk in Chicago, running 
112 cents on single quarts of milk 
also went into effect September 6. 
The retail price for single quarts 
to stores advanced from lO1^ cents 
to 12 cents; half gallons home de­ 
livered from 26 cents to 29 cents; 
and gallons home delivered from 
5) cents to 57 cents. 
Prices to producers under the 
AAA amended order effective in 
September are as follows: Class 
I price will now be based upon a 
premium of 70 cents per cwt. over 
the condensery “paid price” instead 
of the “code price.” This premium 
will apply from July through April. 
A premium of 50 cents over con­ 
densery “paid price” will prevail 
in May through June. 
Class II 
price will receive a premium of

Facts and fallacies about farm 
leases—Many farm landlords and 
tenants sign their leases for an­ 
other year around the last of Aug­ 
ust. Questions frequently arise as 
to the legal steps necessary to the 
validity of such leases. The fol­ 
lowing are essential: 
1. The date the term is to begin 
and end. 
2. The amount of the rent. 
3. Signatures of the lessor and 
lessee. 
4. An adequate description of 
the land. 
5. Language showing that the 
instrument is intended to transfer 
possession and use of the land to 
the tenant for agricultural pur­ 
poses. 
The following are not essential, 
but are desirable: 
1. A clause provided for renewal 
of the lease or continuing it au­ 
tomatically 
in 
the 
absence 
of 
notice. 
2. 
Designation 
of 
the 
place 
where rent will be paid. 
3. A legal description of the 
land. 
4. 
General 
agreement 
as 
to 
cropping plans. 
5. Specification of a notice per­ 
iod. 
6. A clear statement of the con­ 
tributions of each party to the en­ 
terprise, including division of seed 
ana harvesting expense, hauling 
of materials, furnishing of skilled 
labor, and other items. 
7. A provision for reimbursing 
the tenant for 
unexhausted im­ 
provements made by him in case 
he moves before getting full bene­ 
fic from them. 
The following are unnecessary, 
but may be included if the parties 
desire: 
1. Recordation of the lease. 
2. Sealing.

A landlord has been held to have

Unless otherwise specified in the 
lease, a landlord does not have the 
following rightts with respect to 
rented farm land.

they are injuring the real estate). 
3. To go hunting on the land. 
4. To put out a truck patch. 
5. To keep his riding horse in 
the barn.

to crops. (According to law, crops 
belong to the tenant until divided.) 
Lease forms 
recommended by 
the College of Agriculture contain 
desirable provisions which should 
be included in farm leases. These 
forms play be procured by writing 
to the Department of Agricultural 
Economics, College of Agriculture, 
Urbana, Illinois.

One 
of the best examples is on the 
farm of Louis Busse near Arling­ 
ton Heights. He has been putting 
in soybeans in preference to oats, 
after his summer vegetables are 
taken off and he states that he 
finds them preferable to oats be­ 
cause they give him good quantity 
of growth and at the same 
they are a legume. 


“For best results, 
of coarse, 
beans should be inoculated, unless 
beans that have been inoculated 
have grown on the ground. 


“This fall a good many beans 
will be cut for hay. When the 
whole crop is taken off the ground 
is not any better and perhaps a 
little worse than it was before. 
^ good many will combine their 
beans this fall and take the seed 
only. Where they are combining 
the chaff is left on the ground. 
If this is plowed under there is 
a little improvement in the ground. 
Some make it a practice of burn­ 
ing this chaff before they turn 
it under. If at all possible this 
should be plowed under.

times the chaff piles up in piles 
behind the combine and it is dif­ 
ficult to plow. It would pay to go 
over the field with a pitch-fork 
or harrow or anything that Will 
tend to break these pifes up so* 
that it may be turned under.

public library, where I filled my 
waiting with Sapphira

At long last, Bert Lehrdahl, the 
pilot of the “Wien Alaska Air­ 
lines,” sent word across the street 
to our hotel that the clouds had 
broken enough to leave Fairbanks, 
and that Ft. Yukon had a visibility 
of 45 miles. This wras not as good 
as 75 miles, but wre were glad to 
go and so were four women who 
had come in off the Valdez (coast­ 
al) highway. 
The company stationwagon un­ 
dertook to transport us upriver, 
where the stream was 
straight 
enough to give room 
for rising 
with a full load. The Chena (pro­ 
nounced Chaina) river is a tribu­ 
tary of the Yukon and both are 
full of tortuous turns. Loading six 
people into the Wien station wag­ 
on was a task. The wagon was new’ 
and, as put together by the Fair­ 
banks mechanic, people on the 
back seat had to enter over the 
tailboard. A fat, elderly lady tried 
this, but found her derriere w’ould 
not let her through. A younger, 
less plump, person finally took that 
space. The sequel to that station- 
w’agon comes later in this story. 
At length we six and the plane 
mechanic were jolting over six 
miles of unimproved, very muddy 
roads, to a wide, straight stretch 
of the Chena. There, moored to the 
bank, was a 193*2 Fairchild mono­ 
plane, mounted on pontoons and

But the cabin obviously had nev­ 
er been done over. Always it has 
been a “seven-place ship,” that is, 
it contains a pilot’s chair in front 
and 3 pairs of passenger chairs, 
smack together, behind him, with 
a very small space for mail and 
luggage in the rear. It is, in other 
words, the sort of ship which 
was the last wrord in elegance for 
Pan American use nine years ago. 
The pilot called out, “Now’ watch, 
and I’ll show7 you how to get under 
the wing struts and enter the 
ship.” He walked out on the near 
pontoon, grasped the 2 struts firm­ 
ly, swung under, and climbed in 
the door. beyond and above. I 
followed first with Roy behind, 
swung under safely and using a 
narrow' foothold climbed up, within 
and stowed just forward of the 
mail at the back. 
The little ship took her cargo 
bravely, and in a few minutes the 
mechanic had tossed the pilot two 
clotheslines which had held the 
ship in her moorings and we chug­ 
ged down the river. Bert Lehrdahl 
called back “We take off, always, 
downstream and into the wind.” 
l ake off we soon did, and instantly 
he put his phones to his ears, turn­ 
ed 2 switches for radio contact 
with the Wien office, took 
up a 
mouthpiece and told them wre were 
off. 
To gain altitude, he had to wrork 
the stick, quite vigorously, in a for 
ward and back stroke. 
Quickly 
Fairbanks lay behind 
and four 
thousand feet below- us, as we turn­ 
ed north for Fort Yukon. We ap­ 
peared (as usually in a plane) to 
be going quite slowly, although the 
Fairchild quickly took, and kept, a 
speed of 80 miles an hour. Before 
long, we were topping the White 
mountains of Alaska (you 
know 
New Hampshire has White Moun­ 
tains, too). They have few trees and 
their tops are rock, because the 
cold is too great for rich forest 
to grow’ on them. They w’ere all 
sizes and shapes, and occasionally 
Lehrdahl w’ould sw’oop low’ into a 
valley, to startle a herd of caribou. 
How those beautiful mountain cari­ 
bou can run, if a plane engine gets 
on their tails. 
Rivers and mountain stream s of 
all sizes and in all directions, flow 
ed far beneath us. To the north 
west we saw’ higher, snowy moun­ 
tains. Across the range, the plane 
descended to only 2,000 feet, and 
we spent the next 45 minutes fly­ 
ing over frozen tundra, w’ith icy 
lakes and stream s all around it. It 
w’ould seem impossible for human 
beings to cross 
such 
forbidding 
swamps in summer. Perhaps they 
don’t, but the biggest tributary of 
the Yukon beneath us now was the 
Beaver River and its curves w’ere 
so sinuous that one marveled how 
a river could bend double on itself 
so closely. 
Of the beaver, more 
later. 
Lehrdahl radioed his office of our 
exact position every 15 minutes 
exactly and after an hour and a 
half we had crossed the Arctic 
Circle and w’ere down on the Yu­ 
kon River itself. 
The native In­ 
dians ran down the bank and with 
a little confusion, tried to help tie 
the ropes Lehrdahl threw’ out. We 
climbed down on to a 
pontoon, 
w’alked its length, and stepped di- 
recently on to the sandy 
river 
shore. 
Roy and I at once sought out 
Bishop Bentley, to whom we car­ 
ried letters asking if the Episcopal 
hospital at Ft. Yukon could take 2 
native tuberculosis patients, aged 
6 yrs. and IO yrs. for tw’o months 
of treatm ent. 
The children had 
been brought 500 miles to Fair­ 
banks, and there awaited permis­ 
sion; they are orphans, sick of 
the disease which killed their moth­ 
er. 
Rector McDonald had asked 
us to bring the letters. 
The bishop took us to the mis­ 
sion home of the resident mission­ 
aries, Mr. and Mrs. Jones, who had 
come up from Seattle on our steam ­ 
er. They had reached their station 
without mishap until they w’ere 
alighting from their Yukon river 
steamer. Then a careless deckhand 
dropped one of their trunks mu* 
the muddy river instead of on th* 
sand. The trunk was quickly re* 
covered, but its contents had made 
the acquaintance of glacier water, 
to no good.

every joint the moment the boiler 
ceases to w’ork. 
Otherwise the 
pipes wrould freeze and burst. Iron 
pipe is too great a treasure in the 
far north to break, if one can help 
it. 
Bishop Bentley introduced us to 
the head doctor (a woman) and 
head nurse at the hospital and wre 
heard an intelligent-looking native, 
named David, interpret the doctor’s 
directions to an ill native w’oman. 
He also leads the native singing in 
church. 
Next we tramped a couple of 
miles to see the Hudson Bay Com­ 
pany cemetery and monument to 
its men who traded w’ay up here, 
beyond the Arctic Circle, between 
1840 and 1870. 
Near the church, which had a 
very lovely set of altar embroider­ 
ies, done on snowwhite moosehide 
in beads by native women, we saw’ 
a newr log church going 
up, with 
one white man 
directing 
native 
workers. Even logs and labor are 
so expensive here, this little church 
will cost about $6,000. Prayerbooks 
and hymnals in native 
dialogue 
w’ere in use and in the native ceme­ 
tery rested the bones of famous 
Archdeacon Stuck, and the self­ 
sacrificing first doctor at the hos 
pita!. 
A roadhouse, and a store or two, 
served as hotel for visitors and 
provision 
source 
for 
the 
few 
whites and some 300 natives living 
there. I found a handsome pair of 
moosehide moccasins, trimmed with 
beaver caught on the river of that 
name, and beautifully beaded. They 
cost $3.50 at Ft. Yukon, w’hieh was 
$1.50 less than in Fairbanks. 
Our two hours at this 
remote 
outpost of civilization passed all 
too quickly. Just before we climbed 
back in the Fairchild, a mechanic 
took a picture of it, Lehrdahl and 
us six passengers. That is one pic­ 
ture of which I hope to get a copy. 
The ship turned downstream and 
into the wind, before we rose high 
in air to recross the tundra and 
the mountains. Always such flights 
as this are fascinating; but enroute 
home w’e had other fun beside scar­ 
ing caribou herds. W’e rode along 
over mountain trails used in reach­ 
ing the gold diggings. When wre 
saw someone and they saw’ us, first 
they would wave to us, and then

July 24, 1941 
Dear Mom: 
I’ve got an afternoon off today 
as I’m barracks guard. In other 
words, I’m the guy that cleahs the 
barracks and watches the place to 
see that no one comes in that 
shouldn’t. 
I worked

scoured the sinks, etc., so this P. M. 
I have to myself — I’m showered 
and shaved and have nothing to do 
until retreat. 
Seems funny to be here all alone. 
Usually there’s a whole mob mill­ 
ing around and making all kinds of 
noise. For that reason I do all my 
letter writing at the Service Club. 
After the evening spent with the 
Smiths I did nothing for excite­ 
ment all last week. They’ve been 
pushing us quite hard so I’ve been 
content to go to bcd early in order 
to get plenty of sleep. 
Saturday afternoon I went swim­ 
ming in the surf for the first time* 
Was very much surprised to find 
the water as salty as it is — it 
seemed much more so than I re­ 
membered the Atlantic to be, or 
maybe that’s just because its been 
so long since I swam in the At­ 
lantic. 
Sunday I went for a walk in 
LaJolla — I like that town more 
every time I see it — and then to 
a movie. By the way, the place we 
swim there is very good — right 
next to the exclusive Beach Club. 
However. I’m quite sure I’d like 
swimming at the club even more. 
For the first time this week we 
shot our rifles. 
Previously we 
used practice guns of small caliber 
— you know — the amunition is 
cheaper. However, I found it much 
different to shoot the big rifles — 
they’ve got a lot of power and quite 
a kick. 
I scored very well, but 
from what I hear I guess I’d better 
stop trying to shoot well. They 
say they pick the best shots to be 
machine gunners, and that is some­ 
thing I’d like even less than this 
bayoneting business. We’ve had a 
lot of work lately with those things 
but no gas mask drills. Instead 
we’ve been practicing aiming and 
shooting the big coast defense 
guns. 
That is, these 
guns are 
“big,” but small compared to the 
giant ones they have in the regu- 


made me at all squeamish is this 
bayonet 
business— I 
don’t 
like 
“them thar” things and hope I nev­ 
er have to be anywhere close to 
where they’re being used. In all 
our instruction they ckm*t mince 
words—it’s all cold turkey—we’re 
being trained to be soldiers—war 
is a so diers 
business, 
and war 
means killing and 
being killed. 
Bayonet drills and a movie on the 
art of bayonetting was the first 
thing that really brought this home 
to me. You’re taught how to thrust 
—just how to get through clothes 
and skin —• how to 
do the most 
damage — how to kill someone the 
fastest and easiest. You drill and 
drill so that in combat you thrust 
tor a man’s neck -— his stomach — 
his thighs — his kidneys — Without 
thinking — so you just automatic­ 
ally kill—quickly and easily. 
Today, during a lecture on gas 
warfare and gas defense and while 
on the subject of mustard gas, one 
fellow, asked what we could do if 
gased with this fearful substance. 
The officer just snorted and said 
that it would be “too damned bad” 
—you’d be another “casualty” — 
“just to hope you are good and 
dead because living isn’t so good 
once you’ve been in the stuff.” That 
sort of talk kind of quiets all of us 
down. The officer went on to say 
“What the hell, you can’t do much 
if a bullet is headed your way, can 
you? You’re 
either wounded 
or 
killed—that’s war!” 
It looks like I’ll be developing 
terrific lung power. Every muscle 
in my chest got a good work out to­ 
day—it takes a lot of power to 
pull enough air into a gas mask to 
sustain a drilling or running man. 
We carried our masks all day to­ 


day'. At a certain signal, regard­ 
less of what we were doing, on they 
went. We drilled in them at one 
time for an hour straight — an­ 
other time, carrying rifles, they 
had us running 
around 
until I 
thought I’d pop. Later, when we 
get our lungs more developed, we’ll 
take a five mile hike wearing them 
constantly. Another thing they do, 
to develop our .confidence in our 
masks, is to actually put us in *ps 
chambers. They have one building 
just for that purpose. After drill­ 
ing in real gas you’re not supposed 
to be afraid o f the stuff any more. 
Don’t know what to say about 
Trudy and I planning to do any­ 
thing together on her vacation. Or­ 
dinarily I have holidays and Satur­ 
day afternoons and 
Sundays off, 
but it can happen that I’d be on 
duty 
Ar I understand it, you can 
exchange any job 
except guard 
duty with anyone you can get to 
take your place, and perhaps one 
can even get out of guard duty for 
a good reason. As I understand the 
practice here, you can get out of 
just about ahything in a situation 
such as a relative visiting you from 
back East. Of course, as they are 
giving no furloughs, I would be un­ 
able to get away for any length of 
time. 
I would certainly like to 
take a jaunt into Mexico for a 
week-end though. 
From the sublime to the ridicu­ 
lous — last night before the reg­ 


ular concert in San Diego, Nikolai 
SokolofT and the San Diego Sym­ 
phony gave a concert here. I went, 
but as it was over so early I was 
looking for something to do. In a 
nearby barracks a fellow started 
playing an accordion. I stopped in 
to listen. 
Pretty1 soon a fellow 
came in and said he played a gui­ 
tar — could he join. 
Off he went 
for hir instrument. Shortly in came 
a clarinet player —• then a trum ­ 
peter — a drummer — he had no 
drums, so he 
drummed with his 
sticks on anything he could find 
and he was very good. Along came 
a piano player, but as they had no 
piano the whole gang with all those 
who had gathered to listen adjourn­ 
ed to the Service club where they 
had one. In an hour a full orches­ 
tra of accomplished musicians had 
gathered together. They “jammed” 
for over two hours — had the whole 
crowd and everybody in the place 
“going” — and not a single one 
had a written note of music before 
him at any time. In no place but 
a camp like this could that ever 
happen — and anything can hap­ 
pen here. 
We have 
everything 
from golf champions to circus ac­ 
robats. 
Have been unable to locate John 
Annen yet — I believe he has al­ 
ready left camp.
